Bishop  Simpson  Tells 
How  To  Communicate 


Bishop  Robert  L.  Simpson  dis- 
cussed two-way  communication 
in  Tuesday’s  Devotional. 

“Think  of  the  other  person  as 
you  learn  to  communicate  with 
love,”  advised  Simpson. 

In  this  century  America  has 
witnessed  a “miracle  of  com- 
munication from  the  technological 
standpoint.”  but  there  is  still  a 
problem  of  “empty  words.”  Com- 
munication is  partly  a challenge 
of  transmitting  well. 

Simpson  used  the  metaphor  of  a 
transmitter  and  receiver  to  illus- 
trate the  problem  of  communica- 
tion in  marriages.  Troubles  arise 
when  transmitters  are  going  but 
“receivers  are  damaged.” 

“If  you  would  communicate 
well,  keep  your  receivers  open.” 
remarked  Simpson.  When  David

In  Husband-Wife  Travelogue 


Forum  assembly  on  Thursday 
will  feature  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jock 
Leslie-Melville,  an  unusual  hus- 
band and  wife  team  who  con- 
duct “non-hunting  tours  for  non- 
rich Americans”  in  East  Africa. 

Mrs.  Leslie-Melville,  the  former 
Betty  Bruce  of  Baltimore,  brings 
with  her  a widely  diversified 
background  which  includes  mod- 
eling. film  production  and  maga- 
zine writing  as  well  as  her  ex- 
perience in  Africa.

In  their  brief  visit  to  BYU,  the

Edifor: 

Pass  along  to  Judy  Geissler  the 
following: 

Judy  the  University  is  in  a spot. 
If  they  let  us  go  to  school  with 
Honor  Code  violators  then  the 
Honor  Code  means  little— if  any- 
thing at  all. 

If  the  Administration  upholds 
the  code  they  must  suffer  from 
attacks  of  insomnia  victims  who 
feel  a sense  of  duty  toward  the 
rights  of  fellow  citizens. 

Did  you  consider  the  possibility 
that  several  members  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative staff  are  trained  law- 
yers and  legal  advisors?  Did  you 
know  that  they  are  able  to  see 
aspects  of  the  case  which  you 
are  blind  to? 

Are  there  cases  where  acts  that 
so  influence  a jury’s  collective 
mind  have  been  to  the  defend- 
ent’s  benefit? 

Often  there  is  evidence  present 
which  is  a clear  indication  of 
guilt,  but  which  for  some  tech- 
nical reason  cannot  be  usel  in  a 
court  of  law. 

This  evidence  may  even  include 
several  witnessed  confessions  to 
the  crime.  The  criminal  may  have 
signed  the  confession,  or  several 
copies  of  the  confession,  but  the 
evidence  may  be  thrown  out  be- 
cause when  the  officer  made  the 
arrest  he  failed  to  meet  some 
small  technical  requirement. 

This  kind  of  thing  can  be  seen 


in  a U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruling 
to  the  effect  that  an  arrest  can- 
not be  made  unless  the  officer  has 
at  hand  some  evidence  indicating 
the  commission  of  the  crime  for 
which  the  arrest  is  made.  (An- 
alyze the  Dean’s  comments  in 
light  of  this.) 

It  is  within  the  duties  and  func- 
tions of  the  University  to  make 
an  evaluation  of  the  case  in  terms 
of  violation  of  the  University 
standards.  Here  the  only  binding 
technicality  is:  WERE  STAND- 
ARDS VIOLATEDBYTHE 
PARTY  IN  QUESTION.  State- 
ments by  the  suspect  to  the  effect 
that  he  is  guilty  of  that  are  suf- 
ficient. 

There  is  not  a contradiction  in 
Dean  Cameron's  statements  as 
indicated  by  Hugh  Cannon  in  his 
letter  to  the  editor.  (l)The  Univer- 
sity accepts  arrests  made  with 
cause  as  sufficient  proof  of  guilt. 
(2)  However  these  students  were 
suspended  because  they  “issued 
statements”  indicating  they  had 
violated  the  Honor  Code. 

I suppose  we  should  throw  out 
evidence  which  may  indicate  guilt 
because  it  would  mar  the  repu- 
tation of  the  defendents,  or  per- 
haps we  ought  to  ignor  the  fact 
that  arrests  cannot  be  legally 
made  without.,  evidence  of  the 
crime  having  been  committed, 
and  throw  out  all  arrests,  Honor 
Codes,  majority  rights,  etc.  Nuts.

As  a conclusion  to  the  recent  discussion 
of  student  rights  in  suspension  cases  we 
would  like  to  exercise  our  editorial  privi- 
lege in  offering  the  following  statements 
of  clarification. 

We  feel  that  fair  and  representative 
space  has  been  given  to  both  sides  of  the 
issue.  Administrative  views  and  opinions 
have  been  published  as  we  received  them. 
Likewise  the  views  and  opinions  of  students 
have  also  been  published. 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents and  the  Chief  of  Security  have  the 
interests  of  students  as  their  basic  conceim. 
Each  has  cooperated  fully  in  making  state- 
ments and  contributing  available  informa- 
tion.  Neither  advocates  the  use  of  trickery 
or  subterfuge  in  luring  students  into  viola- 
tion of  the  law. 


We  have  given  consideration  and  publi-  ' 
cation  to  this  question  in  order  to  clear  up 
several  points  of  confusion  and  undefined  1 
procedure  which  were  potential  trouble ' 
spots.  The  examination  and  definition  of 
the  suspension  policy  has  prosenbed  an  im- 
portant marginal  area  that  was  previously 
open  to  question. 

As  a newspaper  we  do  not  advocate  or 
defend  lawlessness  in  any  form.  We  oppose  )f 
all  w'ho  w'ould  violate  the  law  or  abridge  the  ' 
rights  of  others.  Such  action  is  inconsistent; : 
with  the  principles  of  the  Church  and  the  '■ 
nation. 

We  are  satisfied  the  University  is  within  • 
its  rights  to  suspend  students  who  violate  ' 
its  established  standards  as  long  as  the  pro^ 
cedure  outlined  by  President  Wilkinson  ^ .
